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Anew  voyage  to  the  Weft:  Indies;  giving  en  account  of  the 
various  Nations  that  dwell  near  the  great  river  IViilljflipi, 
their  rclhrion^  government y  manner Sy  warSy  and  commerce* 
By  xVI.  Boilli,  captain  oj  the  marines.  Continued  from  P.229* 

IN  the  IXth  Letter,  the  author  fays,  that,  in  -1735,  the 
Canadians  found,  near  the  river  Ohio,  the  fkeletons  of  feven 
elephants  ;  which  makes  it  probable,  that  Louifiana  joined  to 
India,  and  that  ihofe  elephants  came  thither  fjoni  Alia  by  a 
])art  of  the  weft  with  which  we  are  iinact]uainied  RltBoIfu^ 
in  this  letter,  and  in  the  XXL  ptakes  many  cuitous  remarks 
the  manner  in  which  America  was  peopled,  and  renders 
Ntry  probable  the  opinion  of  thofc  who  believe,  that  the  iicw 
v  orid  was  cbielly  fupplied  with  inbabitants  by  the  Tartars. 
Certain  it  is,  that  there  is  much  lefemblance  between  the  cu- 
donis  of  the  Americans  and  thofe  of  the  aaicient  Scythians  ; 

appears  by  their  religious  ceremonies,  their  manners,  and 
tbe  !/md  of  food  on  which  they  live. 

Cl  ttek  X.  A  remarkable  ftiatagem  of  an  Italian  to  fave 
his  life.  Some  favages,  into  whofc  hands  he  had  fallen,  pre¬ 
paring  to  put  him  to  death,  he  told  them  that  they  were  much 
in  the  wrong  to  wifh  to  deftroy  a  man  who  carried  them  alt 
in  his  heart.’  This  fpeech  amazed  the  barbarians  :  he  afTured 
them,  that  if  they  would  allow  him  till  the  next  dzy,  he 
'vouk!  convince  them  of  the  truth  of  what  he  affirmed,  ad- 
oiiig,  that,  if  he  deceived  them,  they  fhould  do  with  him. 
v.’liatcver  they  pleafed.  He  eafily  obtained  the  reprie\e  he 
rec]uefted.  Then  having  fixed  a  finall  looking-glafs  on  big 
bread,  he  went  up  to  thp  favages,  who  being  greatly  furpriied 
to  lee  thenifelves,  as  they  thought,  in  the  man^s  hearty  grailt- 
cd  him  his  life. 
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Letter  XI.  The  author  returns  to  France,  in  order  to 
ufe  the  baths  of  Bourbonue,  for  the  fake  of  f  rcventing  the 
dangerous  confequence  of  a  gun-fliot  wound,  which  he  recei. 
ved  in  his  youth  at  the  attack  of  Chateau  Dauphin  in  Pied* 
mont. 

Letters  XII,  XIII,  XIV.  He  returns  in  a  few  months 
to  America. 

‘  Letters  XV’',  and  XVT.  A  defcription  of  the  manners 
of  the  AUibaiiions,  a  people  w’ho  dwell  on  the  eaft  of  New. 
Orleans.  They  receive  ftrangers  very  civilly,  and  even  tre^t 
them  with  a  liule  more  hol'piiality  than  is  reafonal  le  ;  they 
offered  their  daughters  to  the  Frenc  h  who  came  to  vifit  them. 
When  a  favage  palfes  through  a  village,  and  has  no  wife,  he 
hires  a  young  woman  for  a  night  or  two,  as  he  ideafes,  and 
her  parents  make  no  ohjeedion  to  it  ;  they  concern  thcinfclvcs 
very  little  about  their  daughters,  faying  in  excufe,  that  their 
j)erfons  arc  at  their  own  difpofal ;  but  as  to  their  wives,  that 
they  by  marriage  have  parted  with  their  liberty,  and  there¬ 
fore  they  ought  to  have  no  men  but  their  hufbonds.  If  a  wo¬ 
man  is  detcct<*d  in  adultery,  the  leaft  evil  that  can  befal  her 
is  the  being  divorced,  after  a  hearty  beating.  As  to  the  men, 
they  have  a  right  to  fevcral  wives,  but  they  are  contented 
with  one.  Thofe  who  are  w^arriors  and  good  hunters,  may 
cjiiife  the  handfomeft  girls  ;  the  others  have  only  the  refufe 
and  the  homely.  They  breed  up  tlieir  children  very  hardi* 
ly  ;  making  them  bathe  and  fwini  in  the  winter  at  break  of 
day  ;  thus,  during  their  w  hole  lives,  tlieir  bodies,  which  are 
naked,  are  no  moie  fenfible  of  the  cold  than  their  faces 
and  hands.  The  old  men,  who  cannot  follow  them  in  a  re¬ 
treat,  defire  to  be  knocked  on  the  head  with  clubs,  being  afraid 
of  falling  into  the  hands  of  their  enemies,  and  to  be  burnt  or 
devoured  by  them  :  For  the  fivages,  in  their  wars,  inafTacre 
men,  w  omen,  and  even  infants  at  the  breaft  ;  this  is  one  of 
the  caiifes  of  the  depopulation  of  America  ;  the  fmall-pox, 
which  is  very  fatal  to  the  f.ivages,  is  another.  It  is  from  fen- 
timents  of  humanity  that  the  Ions  fometimes  think  themfelvcf 
obliged  to  fltorten  the  lives  of  their  parents;  for,  in  other  re- 
fpccis,  they  have  much  refpec'l  for  their  old  men,  and  never  * 
undertake  any  cntcrpriz.e  without  having  previoufly  obtained 
their  confent.  Wlicn  a  man  kills  himfelf,  either  through  de» 
fpair,  or  in  a  frenzy,  he  is  denied  a  burial,  and  thrown  into 
the  river,  being  deemed  a  coward.  Thcfc  people  have  cun- 
pus  flratagcins  to  catch  the  roe-bucks  ;  for  ibis  purpofe,  they 
take  the  head  of  a  male  of  that  f])ecies,  which  they  dry# 
They  carry  it  with  them  into  the  wood  ;  then,  covering 
their  back  with  the  fldn  of  that  animal,  they  thruft  their  arm  . 
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into  the  neck  of  the  dried  head,  which  they  have  taken  care 
to  riiriii!h  under  the  (kin  with  little  wooden  hoops,  in  order 
to  hold  it  tight  in  the  hand  ;  they  then  kneel  down,  and  in 
lliat  pofture  prcleni  the  head,  counterfeiting  the  cry  or  bleat¬ 
ing  of  the  roebuck :  thefe  animals  are  deceived  by  that  pofture, 
ani  approach  very  near  the  hunters,  who  then  make  fure  of 
their  })rey.  Some  favages  have  by  this  Itratagem  dcllroycd 
ahoiit  400  of  them  in  one  winteris  chafe. 

bKTTKR  XV'II.  M.  BoflTu  had  a  narrow  efcape  in  going 
lip  the  river  of  Tombekhe.  He  had  chofen,  on  the  bank  of 
ilie  liver,  a  place  very  proper  for  a  hut  or  a  tent.  The  fa- 
v.» having  had  a  great  Hlhery  there,  made  him  a  prefent 
of  a  (andling,  a  kind  of  filh  which  they  dry,  and  which  might 
he  about  four  feet  long.  As  the  weather  was  fine,  our  author 
did  not  give  hiinfelf  the  trouble  to  pitch  his  tent  ;  he  only 
Lii  1  hiinfelf  down  on  a  retired  platform  covered  with  turf, 
which  hung  over  the  river.  He  there  fpread  a  bear-lkin,  and 
vvraj>j>ed  hiinfelf  up  in  his  tent,  covering  his  face  with  it  on 
ar  oujit  of  the  dews.,  He  had  taken  care  to  place  his  filh  at 
his  feet,  for  fear  it  (hould  be  ftolen  ;  but  it  happened  much 
worfe.  After  having  flept  an  hour,  on  a  hidden  be  found 
liiinfclf  dragged  along  by  an  extraordinary  force.  He  waked 
i.i  a  great  furprize,  thinking  he  was  dragged  by  the  devil  ;  ih 
fact  it  was  a  crocodile  more  than  twenty  feet  long.  This  monf- 
trous  animal  had  come  out  of  the  river  during  the  flill  of  the 
night,  allured  by  the  fifli  which  was  under  the  t#nt.  As  thefe 
amphibious  creatures  arc  extremely  voracious,  this  threw  him- 
felf  greedily  on  the  filh,  and  in  carrying  off  his  prey  into  the 
river,  he  dragged  along  M.  BofTu  by  a  corner  of  the  tent  id 
w'liich  he  was  wrapped.  Happily  he  had  juft  time  to  extri^ 
cate  hiinfelf  on  the  brink  of  the  precipice,  and  efcaped  with 
being  only  thoroughly  frightened. 

'Fhe  Collapilfas  and  Ouanchas,  two  finall  nations  that  dwell 
ahove  New-Orleans,  fight  with  the  crocodiles  in  the  following 
manner.  They  arm  themfclves  with  a  piece  of  hard  wood 
or  of  iron,  pointed  at  each  end  ;  they  grafp  it  by  the  middle, 
and  fwim  with  their  arm  at  full  length  ;  the  crocodile  ap¬ 
proaches  in  order  to  devour  the  favage^s  arm,  who  thrufts  into 
his  mouth  his  hand  armed  with  this  piece  of  wood,  and  the 
crocodile  wounding  himfelf  in  both  his  jaws,  which  he  can 
neither  Ihut  nor  open,  the  lavages  drag  him  afhore. 

I^ETTER  XVIII.  A  defeription  of  the  country  and  man¬ 
ners  of  the  ChaBaes,  This  is  the  moft  warlike  and  populous 
nation  on  the  continent  of  Louifiana.  They  are  wholly  de» 
Voted  to  the  French.  They  are  fond  of  war,  and  prat^ife  fe^ 
veral  good  firatagems.  They  never  fight  a  pitched  little  5 

they 
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thfir  bodies;  for  this  rcafon  wc  never  fee 'among  the  favagf^ 
any  that  are  crooked  or  hump-backed. 

In  the  XIX  Lettkr,  M.  Boflii  relates  the  aflaflinadon  of 
the  Sieur  Duroux,  commandant  of  the  iilr  of  Cats,  in  1757. 
}Ie  was  extremely  cruel  and  fevcrc.  Thofc  ibldiers  who  had 
been  guilty  of  any  fault,  were,  by  his  order, -^ied  to  sr  &ee, 
quite  naked,  and  expofed  to  the  intolerable  Hinging  of  the 
gnats.  Some  fddiers  went  to  new  Orleans  t<}, complain  of  their 
ummandant  to  M.  de  Kerlefcc;  but  that  governor,  of  whom 
our  author  draws  a  very  difadvanUgeous  picture,  paying  nO 
regard  to  their  juft  re tnonft ranees,  they  returned  quite  defpe- 
rate,  and  determined  to  revenge  thcmlclvcs.  They  maftacred 
the  Si^ur  Duroux,  and  fled.  Some  of  them  were  taken  and 
put  to  death.  A  Swifs  of  the  marine  regiment  of  Halwy], 
was  fawn  afunder  alive  by  the  middle  :  M.  Boffii  (ays  that  this 
punifhincnt  of  the  faw  is  ufual  among  the  Swiia. 

The  three  laft  letters  contain  fomc  obfervations  on  the  na¬ 
tural  hidory  of  Louifiana,  on  the  curious  animals  and  medicip 
,iial  plants  that  are  found  there,  on  the  population  of  America^ 
the  manner  of  preferving  health  in  the  new  world,  ire. 

Account  of  forne  very  extraordinary  Efforts  in  France,  for  inh

\  Third  fchool  ftiould  be  eftabliflied  in  Beny  or  Langae- 
£  JL  doc,  for  inftrudling  (hepherds  in  the  management  of 
the  ilicep  which  yield  wool  of  the  Spanifh  kind.” 

The  royal  fociety  of  agriculture  at  Roaen>  after  duly  ooit» 
ficlcring  the  papers  thus  laid  before  theni>  obferve,  that  **  on- 
lefs  thefe  foreign  iheep  can  be  kept  feparatc,  witht^uc  mixing 
either  one  kind  with  anotl>€r,  or  with  the  flicep  of  the  coun- 
tr)',  the  whole  will  fall  into  a  baftard  race,  and  degenerate,  as 
thiy  have  done  in  mo  ft  parts  of  England:  and  conclude,  tha^ 
the  only  cffedlual  means  of  anfweriug  this  deftrable  purpofe 
mud  depend  upon  government.” 

They  propofe,  therefore,  ‘‘  that  government  fhould  efta- 
l)liih  nurferies  of  thefe  foreign  flieep  in  difterent  parts  of  the 
kingdom,  bed:  fuited  to  the  different  kinds  of  flieep. 

“  Thele  nurferies  to  be  placed  in  the  royal  forefts,  whMbM 
prefent  lie  generally  waftc  ;  but  would,  in  this  way,PCbon 

to  great  armiint’  crmimrl  wotilrl  Kv 


nance  of  the  (hepherds.  .  ,  *  ! 

**  The  (hepberd,  who  attends  each  kind;  ef  flieep, 
t>f  the  country  from  which, the  flieep  are  iMlighe. 
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be  well  (killed  in  his  bufmefs,  and  be  young,  that  he  may  the 
more  ealily  learn  the  language,  and  in  time  become  the  general 
infpecJ^or  of  the  canton. 

“  The  chief  diretflion  of  thefe  niirferies  may  be  intruded  to 
the  royal  focieties  of  agriculture  in  each  province,  who  may 
appoint  gentlemen  of  their  own  body,  the  moll  contiguous  to 
the  nurferies,  to  watch  over  the  fliepherds,  and  make  regular 
reports  to  their  refpedive  focieties,  of  whatever  they  oblerve. 

Eich  of  the  foreign  (hepherds  (liould  be  obliged  to  in- 
llriK^  young  men  put  under  their  care  ;  fo  that  each  nurfery 
may  become  a  fchool  of  Ihepherds,  who  may  be  afterwards  dif. 
tributed  to  different  places  with  foreign' fliccp,  in  proportion  as 
the  fli>cks  increafe,  fo  as  to  admit  of  colonies  being  fent  off  ' 
from  the  nurf'eries. 

“  The  inipecHing  (i'.cplierd  to  make  regular  vidts  to  each 
colony,  at  lead  three  times  in  the  year,  viz,  at  lanibing-iimc, 
at  fliearing-tinie,  and  in  winter;  to  fee  that  due  care  is  taken 
of  the  flieep  at  each  ol  ihele  different  feafons;  and  regularly 
report  his  iibfervations  to*the  focieties.  A  continuance  of  this 
method  for  fome  years,  may  enable  the  focieties  to  publifh  inft- 
ructions  loiinded  on  fueds,  and  varied  according  to  the  circutn* 
dances  which  may  be  peculiar  to  each  province. 

“  The  royal  nurferies  will  become  an  unalterable  fund, 
which  will  infure  to  the  nation  the  different  breeds  of  (heep 
and  wool,  equal  in  goodnefs  to  thole  of  Spain,  England,*  and 
Holland;  will  bring  in  wealth  to  tlie  Hate;  will  furiiifh  mate¬ 
rials  fi)r  manufactures  and  commerce;  and  become  fources  of 
new  profits  to  the  hufbandman. 

It  is  well  known,  that  we  ow^e  the  eftablifhment  of  (ilk- 
worms  in  France,  to  the  royal  nuiferies  of  mulberry-trees,  raifed 
in  proper  lildi  icts.  Why  then  may  we  not  expccd  equal  fuc- 
cefs  from  the  cdablifhment  of  nurferies  of  the  bed  kinds  of 
llicep;  from  wlicrtce  the  loHcs  which  may  happen  to  farmers, 
by  neglect  or  oiherwife,  may  be  fupplied,  at  fo  realbnablc  a 
])ricc,  as  (hall  mike  it  the  farincr^s  intered  to  prefer  the  fo- 
riegn  llieep  to  ihofe  of  his  own  country? 

‘‘  The  royal  nurferies  (hould  not  he  redrieded  to  flieep  and 
innH>erry-trer.s  only.  All  urcful  trees,  whether  doraeftic  or 
foreign,  Ihuiild  be  in  nurferies  for  the  of  the  countries  a- 
round;  and  being  fold  ns  cheap  as  the  attendance  nccelfary for 
rainng  them  will  permit,  the  low  price  maybe  an  inducemtnt 
to  manv  to  pui chafe  them.  ^ 

“  'rh.ore,  the  hell  of  all  rclinons  kinds  fliould  be  raifed* 
Such  arc  t’.ic  ].'i:ies,  which  yield  turpentine,  and  are  the  bed 
fv5rma!l.s:  the  cedar,  erpecially  that  of  Idbanus.  The  Spa* 
ni’.rds  biiiit  in  the  lull  century  (Ifps  of  cedar,  which  are  ftiU 
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wood.  Ill  the  Pais  de  Vaud,  all  their  houfes  are  covered  over 
with  ihinglcs  of  the  larch-tree ;  the  refin  is  drawn  forth  by 
the  heat  of  the  fun,  and  foon  hardens  into  a  ftrong  varnifh, 
which  renders  tlielc  coverings  very  durable.  The  cyprefs  is 
alio  of  great  ufe, 

“  Chefnuts,  cfpecially  the  grafted  ' kind,  frequent  about 
Lvoos,  would  become  ,a  new  branch  of  rural  oeconotny.  The 
horle-thefnut  has  alfo  its  good  qualities,  and  is  now  become 
jxcullarly  valuable  for  the  efficacy  of  ^  the  nut  in  bleaching. 
The  oak,  the  filh,  the  maple,  the  elm,  Crc.  are  all  valuable  for 
cliircrcnt  piirpofcs.  Time,  and  the* experience  of  fonie  years, 
nil)  dl Hover  trees  whofe  ufes  we  arc  not  yet  acquainted  wijb. 

:»luch  of  the  country  of  Normandy  lies  wade,  and  the 
ritics  of  the  hills  are  naked,  where  many  kinds  ol  trees  might 
be  planted  to  great  advantage.” 

T//V  inconveniencies  arifing  from  the  vjant  of  a  right  regukition 

oj  out  natiojial  Coinage* 

Am  0  \  G  the  many  evils  that  need  a  cure,  there  is  one, 

.  great  in  its  nature,  that  has  for  above  an  age  been  experi- 
ciKed  by  alinon;  every  individual  in  the  kingdom,  and  is  daily 
bc(ouiii)g  vvorfe;  which  is  the  want  of  a  right  regulation  of 
niir  naiioiial  coinage,  as  from  our  wrong  edimation  of  the  com- 
j  irativc  value  ol  gold  to  filver,  the  kingdom  is  continually 
liiMfriiig  the  following  inconveniencies: 

I.  All  incredible  lofs  in  exchange  circulations,  and  the  pay- 
lufiit  of  our  debts  in  trade  as  well  as  dividends  of  docks;  gold, 
bullion  and  coin,  being  over-valued  above  two  and  a  half 
yr  cent,  for  tranfaAions  in  tbofe  countries  to  which  we  make 
payments  in  Europe,  and  in  India  it  is  generally  much  more, 

2.  Ill  our  national  circulation;  for  there  is  fuch  a  want  of 
fiber  coin,  as  occafions  not  only  great  didrcls,  but  alfo  much 
expence  and  lofs  to  traders  in  general,  and  particularly  the  im 
Icrior  ones,  with  much  obdruc^tion  to  bufinefs.  And, 

3.  The  great  de  ha  fern  ent  there  has  become  of  abundance 
of  our  filver  money,  occalioned  as  wxll  by  the  want  of  a  fuffi- 
tient  quantity  of  circulating  filver,  as  the  difproportionatt 
value  of  gold,  which  is  wxll  known  to  be  too  high  by  dx-pence 
111  the  guinea. 

There  have  been  three  methods  propoled  for  the  cure  of 
this  evil,  which  were  the  following: 

I .  I'o  coin  bafe  filver  for  home  circulation,  which  people  at 
»heir  clioice  might  take  or  refufe.  But  that  option  in  the 
people  would  prevent  ita  ever  becoming  current  at  home  1  and 
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this  remedy  would  not  in  any  degree  <;ure  the  exterior  evil; 
therefore  iu  all  points  it  was  judged  likely  to  prove  ineffica¬ 
cious. 

2.  To  make  a  coinage  of  good  filver  of  lefs  weight  than  at 
prefen i,  to  be  current  in* circulation  ;  which,  with  regard  to 
lioiiie  affairs,  might  be  of  confiderable  ferxice,  in  preventing 
fdver  money  from  being  exported  or  melted  down.  But  then 
this  would  not  operate  in  foreign  negociations  with  refped  to 
bullion;  and  how  far  it  might  be  made  to  aifecl:  our  exchanges 
with  foreign  countries  (which  are  all  made  in  filver  denomiha. 
tions,  as  filvcr  w'as  the  only  money  of  legal  tender  till  the 
reign  of  his  late  majcfly),  is  a  matter  that  mull  require  the 
inaturcll  conlideration  ;  for  our  filver  coin  is  mollly  yct,‘  and 
mult  continue,  the  ilaudard  coin  of  the  kingdom.  ' 

3.  By  lowering  the  value  of  gold  in  onr  coinage  above  two 

and  an  h:\\f  per  cent,  which  was  propofed  to  be  done  by  cab 
ling  in  whole,  half,  and  quarter  guineas,  and  ill’uing  pound, 
half,  and  quarter  pound  pieces  in  lieu  of  them;  the  former 
with  more  than  lix-peniiy  worth  of  gold  Icfs  than  there  is  in 
the  prefent  guinea,  and  fo  in  proportion  for  the  half  and  quar- 
ter  pound  pieces.  The  objections  to  which  were,  the  lols 
there  would  be  to  government  on  the  gold  coins  fo  called  in, 
and  the  charge  of  recoinage.  But  ihefe  ought  to  be  fudained 
by  the  public,  and  not  the  crown ;  beCaiife  the  public,  and 
not  the  crown  w  ill  he  benefited  by  fo  doing,  J  fay  benefited; 
fur  fo  the  public  ^^ill  be  greatly  in  all  jrayments  made  there¬ 
after  to  the  continent  in  money  or  bullion,  bclides  the  advaii- 
tage  that  miilt  ac  crue  to  onr  home  circulation.  And,  after  all, 
it  is  a  trunficlion  fj  much  among  ourfelves,  that  the  advantage 
would  j)rove  (olid,  and  the  iofs  but  ideal,  farther  than  what 
innfl  attend  every  recoinaiie,  from  the  canfe  either  of  dimi- 
nillicd  or  worn  money,  which  occafionally  mufl  be  neceflary  in 
all  countries  whatever;  and  then,  whether  it  is  done  by  every 
man’s  lofing  what  the  defiticiicy  may  be  of  luch  money  as  he 
has  in  hand,  or  whether  by  an  equitable  general  tax,  fhould 
be  conlidered  as  perfec^tly  immaterial.  ‘ 

1  have  thus  Hated  the  meafures  propofed,  and  the  objec¬ 
tions  that  have  been  refpeeftively  made  to  them,  of  which  the 
public  is  to  judge  :  and  all  1  fhall  now  fay  farther  on  this  fub* 
ject  is,  that  the  kingdom  is  daily  fufferirg,  ncjt  only  great  in* 
convenicncies,  but  alfb  iminenfe  lofits,  from  the  want  of  ibnie 
regulaiions  that  in  thele  matters  may  in  a  great  degree  prove 
eltcctual  for  preventing  them.  It  is,  however,  admitted,  that 
no  general  regulation’s  can  ever  prevent  a  fluctuation  of  prices 
u\  the  precious  metals;  hecaufe,  as*  gold  and  filver  bullion, 
they  arc  bat  like  other  marketable,  commodities,  to'bc  bought 
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and  TjI  I  as  ovcdiluws  require,  at  the  prices  that  may  be  cur- 
RiU.  r>  It  we  may  not  foifer  in  our  national  dealings 
a  id  pl^  iiKMits  vviih  aiul  to  pther  Hales,  it  inuft  certainly*  be- 
hi;ve  us  f)  to  elliiiKtic  their  comparative  values  in  our  coinage, 
oi  outh  klu(h,  1)/ tliofc,  which  they  have  irt  the  coinages  of 
ihe  coiiiiiilf's  to  which  vve  have  annual  balances  to  pay,  that, 
we  il.>  11'jc  fulFer  by  wrong  eitiinates,  by  buying  gold  to  dear, 
r.ud  Flliiip,  iilvcr  much  too  cheap,  and  thereby  dillrefs  our-^ 
Fives  li];cv7hc  in  our  home  circulation;  for  tJiat  the  latter  is 
me  crrl-Lt  of  liie  former,  our  reafon  muH  convince. us;  and  vve 
need  but  reniark  how  little  light,  bad,  or  any  (liver  we  have 
ill  oar  home  clrcuiation,  and  how  much  vve.  have  in  it  of  very 
Porreguele  gold,  to  be  convinced  there  niuH  be  a  great 
error  Ibnicwlu're,  while  intelligent  men  cannot  want  informa¬ 
tion  \v!;e*c  that  error  lies  :  and  wherever  it  (hall  be  found  to 
\v.\  there  certainly  can  be  no  national  ‘  undcraking  more  im- 
])urL:iiit,  lii^u  that  of  corredling  it  as  effectually  as  in  the  na¬ 
ture  of  things  can  be  done;  which  the  public  has  a  right  to 
v-ipcct  iliould  no  longer  be  delayed. 

Thj  ancient  and  modern  FaflAons  and  Drejfes  in  France,  cow- 
pared  vjith  tbofe  0/’ England, 

X  FTER  forty  thoufand  of  the  French  army  perifhed  in  the 
1  1  croiiadcs,  the  rcmaiifider  broughc  back  with  them  from 
tiiefe  wars  a  variety  of  fafluons,  and,  among  others,  that  of 
dreliing  in  long  coats.  In  the  12th,  13111,  14th,  and  15th  cen- 
uu  ics,  it  was  cullomary  to  wear  a  cafTock  that  reached  down  to 
/lie  ground.  The  nobles  .fancied,  that,  adding  a  long  train 
to  this  calfock,  would  furnifh  a  pretext  for  Ibme  one  to  carry  ‘ 
it :  and  that  the  abject  employment  of  fuch  a  peribn  W’ould 
give  conloquence  and  an  air  of  difliiM^tion  to  the  mailer. 

Xone  blit  knights  had  the  privilege  of  wearing  cloaks  over 
the  calfocks.  The  lleevcs  of  the  coat  being  very  full  and  wide, 
'vere  tied  up  before  at  the  bending  of  the  arm,  and  hung  dow  n 
behind  as  low  as  the  ham.  Thefe  cloaks  were  made  of  the 
fmell  flutts,  and  were  lined  with  ermine,  fable,  and  white  and 
giey  furs.  Even  a^pri  ice  and  his  wife  could  not  wear  gold 
upon  his  dodths,‘till  Inch  time  as  he  was  knighted, 
for  upwards  of  three  centuries  the  French  had  the  exter¬ 
nal  appearance  of  citizens  and  good  patriots.  No  fwords  were 
'"ore  :  a  long  pqrfe,  hanging  down  from  the  giidle,  was  a 
inark  of  nobility.  Thofe  rods  of  iron,  which  they  now  wear 
their  fides,  gives  them  the  appearance  of  a  turbulent  people. 
They  covered  their  heads  with  a  hoed,  or  kind  of  capuchii^ 
''itii  a  ndl  at  top,  and  a  tul  hanging  bel^ind  hM  u/ually 
VoL,  I[.  LI 
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made  of  the  fame  kind  of  (lutf  as  the  cloak,  or  caflock,  smd 
was  trimmed  with  the  fame  fort  of  Ikin.  It  has  fiace  become 
the  epitogium  of  the  ]>relidents  a  tnortier^  the  avicfs  of  the 
canons,  and  the  chtiujfe  of  the  advocates,  counfellors,  docWs, 
and  profeflors  of  the  univerfity.  Thus  the  prelidents  a  mor^ 
tier  wear  their  caps  round  their  necks,  the  canons  upon  their 
arms,  and  the  advocates,  counfellors,  and  doctors,  upon  their 
fiioulders.  • 

In  ihe  reign  of  Charles  V.  they  wore  emblazoned  coats; 
that  is  to  fay,  coats  daubed  over  with  all  the  pieces  of  their 
efcutchcons.  In  the  reign  of  Charles  VI.  the  bipartite  habit 
wjs  invented,  which  refembled  a  verger’s  coat,  being  of  two 
ditferent  colours.  We  find  in  a  jo  irnal  of  thofe  times,'  that 
on  the  17th  of  October  1409,  the  fieur  John  de  IVionUgue 
Was  conducted  from  the  little  Cliatelet  to  the  Halles,  being 
fcated  high  in  a  cart,  and  dreffctl  in  his  livery,  viz*  a  great 
coat,  half  red  and  half  white,  and  a  hood  of  the  fame,  with 
a  red  bulKin  and  a  white  one,  gilt  fpurs,  his  hands  tied,  atid 
two  iriiinpcts  before  him  ;  and  that  alter  his  head  was  cut  off) 
Ills  l)ody  was  carried  to  the  gibbet  of  Paris,  and  was  there 
hung  up  with  his  buikins  and  gilt  fpurs.” 

In  ilie  reign  of  Francis  I.  not  contented  with  throwing  off 
the  long  drefs,  they  run  into  the  oppofite  extremc,i  In  fume 
tupcflry  of  that  time,  this  piince  and  his  courtiers  are'reprc* 
fented  in  the  drefs  of  Pantaloons  ;  that  is  to  fay.  In  a  douHet 
with  fhort  (kirts,  and  with  bfeeches  and  (lockings  all  of  a  piece. 
I'his  drefs  fet  f>  dole  upon  the  body,  and  difplaycd  tl:e 
mouldings  of  it  fo  very  exaclly,  that  it  was  quite  indecent. 
The  graver  fort  of  peojde  adopted  the  wide  breeches  of  the 
Swifs  ;  and  the  younger  fort  invented  the  troufles,  which  %vere 
a  kind  of  breeches  (hort  and  turned  up,  that  reached  no  lower 
down  than  the  middle  cf  the  thigh,  and  was  covered  with 
half  a  petticoat  :  fo  in  the  reigns  of  Henry  il  Franib  IL 
Charles  IX.  Henry  111.  and  Henry  IV.  except  the  little  cloak 
which  running  footmen  do  now  werr,  they  were  in  every  re- 
fped  drelfed  as  thefe  are  now  ;  and  they  moreover  wore  little 
caps,  whereon  their  arms  were  embroidered.  In  the  army 
thefe  caps  were  wore  with  deep  crowns,  which  covered  the 
greatell  part  of  the  head  ;  at  court,  and  in  the  city,  they 
were  placed  over  the  right  ear ;  the  left  car,  vvhicb  remained 
bare,  was  ornamented  a  pearl-drop  ear-ring. 

The  vvomcr.,  r.i  the  reign  of  Charles  VI..  had  their  beads 
cirrlTed  in  a  high  enp  in  the  form  of  a  fiigar-loaf ;  a  veil  wrai 
tied  to  the  top  of  this  cap,  and  hung  down,  more  cr  lefs^  s®* 
cording  to  the  quality  of  the  w'earer.  The  veil  of  a  tradef- 
man’s  wife  did  not  defeend  below  the  flynilder :  that  of  • 

Imighi’i 
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knijrlit’s  Udy  reached  to  the  ground.  In  the  reigns  of  Fran¬ 
cis  1.  and  Henry  II.  they  wore  little  hats  with  feathers. 
From  the  time  of  Henry  II.  to  the  reign  of  Henry  IV.  they 
wore  little  caps  with  aigrettes. 

In  the  reign  of  Francis  II.  the  men  difcovered,  that  a  large 
bellv  gave  a  inajeilic  air,  and  the  women  immediately  fancied, 
th.it  a  broad  bottom  was  of  equal  dignity.  Falfe  bellies  and 
filfe  backfides  vvere  therefore'  wore  ;  and  this  ridiculous  fa-' 
lallcd  three  or  four  years.  What  is  mod  remarkable,  is,- 
that,  as  loon  as  it  took  place,  the  women  f^cmed  no  longer  fo- 
Iltitoiis  about  their  faces,  and  began  to  hide  them  ;  they  wore 
vizors,  and  vvere  no  more  feen,  either  in  the  flrcets,  in  the 
walks’,  upon  their  vifits,  or  even  at  church,  but  in  mafks. 
P.itchcs  luccccded  the  vizor  ;  and  it  is  faid,  thej  were  put 
on  in  fuch  numbers,  that  the  face  could  hardly  be  knowni 
With  refpecl  lo  rouge y  we  fliall  obferve,  that  generals  ufed  it 
when  they  made  their  triumphant  entry  into  Rome  ;  and  a 
pretty  woman  may  fancy  every  day  to  be  a  day  of  triumph 
for  her. 

It  is  a  certain  principle,  that  every  Frenchman  is  a  (bldier  ; 
that  if  he  followed  any  other  calling,  he  ceafed  to.be  a  French¬ 
man  ;  and  that,  to  point  him  out  as  being  no  longer  of  th^ 
nation,  he  was  obliged  to  cut  his  beard  and  hair,  which  were 
tlie  dillingnifliing  marks  between  a  Frenchman  and  the  con* 
qnered  people.  Young  men  Wore  only  whifkers. 

Alarir,  king  cf  the  Vifigoths,  being  apprehenfive  of  an  at¬ 
tack  from  Clovis,  and  wanting  to  amufe  him  with  fine  expeo 
tntion«,  defired  an  interview  with  him  for  the  fake  of  touching 
his  beard,  or  adopting  him  ;  for  the  perfon  adopted  was  t^ 
hen  by  the  beard  or  whifker.  Eginard,  Charlcmain^f  fecret^- 
ry,  r])eakiiig  of  the  lad  kings  of  the  firft  race,  fays,  that  they 
tame  to  the  alTemblies  in  the  field  of  Mars,  in  a  chariot  drawft 
by  oxen  ;  and  that  they  were  feated  upon  the  throne  with 
long  flowing  hair,  and  a  beard  that  reached  down  to  their 
middle  ;  erme  profufoy  harha  fubfni[fa. 

Robert,  the  grandfather  of  Hugh  Capet,  whom  Charles  the 
Simple  killed  with  his  own  hand,  for  his  having  meditated  to 
rob  him  of  the  crown,  had  in  t}>e  beginning' of  the' battle ,  let 
bis  great  luhite  beard  fall  beneath  the  vizor  of  his  helmet y  thot 
be  might  be  knovjn  by  his  ovsn  people.  This  is  a  proof  that 
long  beards  were  wore  under  the  fecoiid  race,  and  the  cuflotn 
continued  under  the  £rd  kings  of  the  third  race.  Hugh  count 
of  Chalons,  having  been  ’Canquifhed  by  Richard  dnke  of  JNor- 
mandy,  went  and  threw  himielf  at  his  feet,  with  a  fiiddle  up¬ 
on  his  back,  to  flicw  that  he  fnbmitted  entirely  to  him  :  vjitb 
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his  bctirdy  fays  the  chronicle,  he  had  more  the  appearance 
of  a  goat  than  a  horfe.  #  . 

.Toward  the  end  of  the  eleventh  century,  the  archbifhopof 
Ro  ien  declared  war  againd  long  hair  ;  feveral  bifhops  joined 
him  ;  and  It  was  enacted,  in  a  council  of  the  year  1096,  that 
thofe  ivho  vsore  Long  hair,  fhould  he  excluded  from  the  church 
dtoinr  their  liveSy  and  Jfboidd  not  he  played  for  after  death, 
Th  Is  dep  differently  affected  different  minds  :  it  occafioned  fo 
much  didurbance,  inveedive,  and  keen  difjnitc  for  (everal  years, 
that  the  o,>porite  parties  may  equally  boail  of  having  had  mar¬ 
tyrs  ill  their  caitfc.  (To  he  continued,)

Work  ol  the  few  ;  but  to  fludy  politics,  and  to  write  of  tbchin 
is  the  rij,ht  of  every  free- born  Briton:  Every  Ghriftian  niay 
alpire  alter  the  blcfling  of  the  peacc-maker.  One  who  has  a 
mean  rank  in  a  family,  one  who  has  no  rank  in  it  at  all,  is  au- 
t'noiifed,  is  obliged,  if  he  (ees  a  houfe  in  flames,  to  call  upon 
ihtrffe  who  may  have  power  to  extiiiguifli  them.— If  a  watch? 
man  fee  danger  approaching,  and  blow  not  the  trumpet,  the 
blood  of  the  people,  w’hoiiji  he  neglctflcd  to  warn,  fliall.be  re* 
quired  at  his  hand. 

Our  author  mentions  leveral  other  motives  of  a  flmilar  iia« 
tore  with  the  preceding,  which  induced  him  to  this  underta- 
biug,  and  exprefles  great  afletJlion  and  refpedt  for  his  ibvereign,

Vances  \  I  would  tell  them,  it  is  niadnels  to  flatter  thcmfelves, 
they  can  form  their  own  terms,  however  rcafbnable  they  think 
them,  from  a  country  (b  fuperior  to  them  in  wealth  an<l 
power,  or  fliun  B— n’s  preferibing  terms  to  them,  however 
unreafonable  thefe  terms  may  £eem  to  Americana*  -  l-woukl 
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aflc,  where  are  their  Oiips  of  war*!  their  brave,  experienced, 
and  well-difcipliiied  army  ?  or  where  their  money  and  credit, 
to  enable  them  to  make  head  againit  their  mother-cuuntry  V 

If  they  cannot  tell  me  where  ;  if  the  B - ih  licet  can  ealilyj. 

rain  their  trade,  lay  in  allies  their  lea-port  to\yns,  and  when 
their  prefent  military  llores  arc  exhaulted,  hinder  their  ob. 
taining  any  fuflicient  recruit  of  more  :  1  woiild  intreat  them, 
to  prefer  a  lelfer  evil  to  a  greater  ;  and^  while  their,  provoked 
brethren  have  not  yet  drawn  the  fword,  to  fend  an  einbafly, 
and  delire  conditions  of  jx?ace. 

But  what  1  have  now  in  view,  is  fomething  for  undecei. 
ving  gentlemen  at  home,  who  have  honelUy  at  heart  the  pub¬ 
lic*  good,  and  whofe  opinion,  cr  influence,  may  any  how  coin 
tribute  to  ilecide  the  important  tjuellion  now  in  agitation, 

•  And  furcly  the  queflion,  lhall  vve  go  to  war  wiili  our 
American  brethren,  or  fliall  we  not  is  too  important  to  be 
determined,  without  alking  counfel  from  above,  and,  in  depen* 
deuce  on  dwine' direction,  heaikcning  to  the  .dictates  of  hu* 
minity,  of  love  to  our  remote  fellovv-lubjecf  s,  of  jutlice  anti 
equity,  and  of- prudent  regard  to  the  honour  and  intereft  of 
prince,  pailiamcnt,  and  mother*counlry. 

“  It  mull  be  unavoidable  necellity^  and  no  light  and  .trinal 
matter,  that  can  warrant  our  involving  any  part  of  mankind 
in  the  calamities  of  war  :  One  who  has  the  lean  ipark  of  hu^ 
inanity,  cannot  reflct^l,  without  pain,  on  the  deiolatlon,  op- 
prellion,  and  cruelty,  to  which  it  unavoidably  expofes*  many 
tvorthy  individuals,  and  virtuous  families  :  and  cannot  behold,, 
without  horror,  the  outrages  coniujitted  by  the  fons^of  vio¬ 
lence,  not  only  in  the  heat  of  a  battle,  or  hurry  of  a  purluif, 
but  even  in  cool  blood.*  Murders  and  rapes  are  corarakted 
with  impunity  :  for  they  who  have  power  and  inclinafwa  to 
puuilh,  know  it  not;  and  they  who  Ice  it,  dare  not  complain/ 
The  fruitful  field,  once  beautiful  as  the  gmden  of  Eden,  ii 
troddeci  down,  and  becomes  as  a  w  afle  lind  barren  wildcrnels* 
Pleafant  villages,  flourifliing  cities,  and  magnifleent  palaces, 
arc  laid  in  ruins.  Joy  is  witlicrcd  aw  ay  from  the  f  .ns  of  men* 
The  moll  fuccelsful  warrior,  as  a  dcllroying  angel,  is  the  rod 
of  God’s  indignation  to  a  guilty  world.  1  he  garmcuuof  the 
omquerhig,  as  well  as  of  the  conquered  nation,  .are  dyed  to 
blood,  and  in  the  triumphant  tity\i.s  Vieard  ihe  voice  of  la- 
mentation  :  the  wife  w’ceping  for  her  hulband,  ’and  the  mo¬ 
ther  for  her  children,  and  refuiing  to  l.e  comforted,  bccaule 
they  arp  not.  Surely,  if  divine  ve2:gcanc  e.  purfues  the  iruT* 
•dertr  of  one  man,  it;nui(l  fall  on.thofc  with  double,  weighb 
who  wantonly  occ-afion  the  death  of  thoufands,  and  the  mite-* 

rynif  tlioufmds  more .  ,  c  **

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Ij.  li  ]es  .ill  this,  when  war  commences,  the  fagefl:  politi* 
clan  CiiiiiHit  riretej  who  lhall  iriuniph.  The  battle  is  not  al« 
v.:;s  >  eitnci*  Vj  the  . many  or  to  the  flrong,  but  time  and  chance 
hip -or.  10  .ill  men.  Su^cefs  or  diiappuiutmeut  depeixl  upijii 
a  v.iiirtv  of  inciJciit.s,  which  no  human  wifdom  can  forefee  oc 
vre'eiu.  'i’hc  righteous  caufe  does  not  a hvays  prevail.  An 
Kivi  iblc  arm  cliierts  events  in  a  manner  quite  oppolitc.to  cve» 
rv  p'revioiis  probability  ;  and  he  that  pmietli  uii  the  harnefs 
i.i  liir  inoll  favourable  tircumllantes,  hath  uo  reuioii  to  boait 
hlim'eli’,  as  i hough  he  put  it  off. 

‘‘  'Vheu,  therefore,  different  nations  begin  to  difeover  op^ 
p)fiie  iiicliiiutions,  to  pudi.oppolite  inicrflls,  and  to  make  de- 
luancis  uj)oii  one  another,  about  which  they  are  not  like  to 
a.pe  ’  ;  it  is  prudent  coolly  to  weigh  what  the  event  may 
if  maiters  ihould  come,  to  an  extremity  ;  and  whether 
the  certain  advantages  of  peace,  though  it  colt  the  yielding 
i():iu  tiling  we  might  jullly  claim,  do  not. more  than  balance 
il.e  iiiueriain  advantages  of  w^ar,  advantages  not  to  he  purcha#« 
f\l  without  great  expeiice  of  blood  and  treafure.  A  breach 
o  icc  made,  of  conrfe, .grows  wider  and  v^ide^.  Solomon  was 
frnfjblc  of  this.  The  bcginnUig  oj  Jh  ife,  fays  he,  is  as  the  let* 
ting  out  of  vjaiers  ;  thereto'* e  Leave  aj’  content tOfi^  bejore^  iube 
meddled  vjith.  And  again.  In  the  multitude  oj  counfel  there 
is  f'fctVy  and  vsiih  good  advice  make  vsar.  .  ' 

‘‘  If  war  wiih  foiciga  nations  is  midelireable,  how  fliocking; 
it  to  think  of  w-ar  with  our  ovvn  countrymen,  connecfled  with 
MS  by  hirth,  alliance,  or  commercial  in tt reft,  lb  that  we^canno^t 
Imri  them  without  injuring  ourfelves  ?  Shall  the  frieudj  the 
brother,  the  father,  the  (bn,  embrue  their  hands  in  the  blood 
cf  men,  \ry  the  ties  of  nature,  efteem,  <ir  gratitude,  clear  to 
tbcni  as  their  own  fouls  ?  The  fancied  voice  of  loyalty  or  oF 
liberty  calh  their  refpective  votaries  to  rufti  on,  and  to  r ilk 
tbe  conlcqucnce.s,  wdiile  natural  affection  vvhifpeis  in  the 
breaftj  “  Let  not  the  moiher-couniry  forget  her  cluldren,  let 
*  not  the  children  tear  in  picce.s  the  bowels  ot  the  mother* 
^  If  the  children  mull  be  facrificed,  let  it  be  by  a  la>age  In- 
‘  dian,  or  a  perfidious  Frenchman.  Let  it  not  be  by  a  parentis 
‘  hand,  l.et  not  Abraham’s  trial  be  our  choice. 

And  what  is  it,  that  in  fome  has  well  nigh  cxunguUhed 
paternal  compaflion  ?  “Whence  is  it,  that  they  can  talk,  with 
all  imaginable  coolncfs,  of  bombarding  the  cities  of  their  chil¬ 
dren,  nay,  of  bringing  them  to  a  fcaffold  ?  It  is  for  claims^ 
vvhich  (beftdes  a  plaufible  foundation  in  charters,  the  validity 
of  which  parhiments  and  courts  of  law  have  raiil^ed,  by  judg¬ 
ing  and  determining  according  to  them,)  are  Tupporied  ty 
more  ilian  *a  hundred  and  thirty  years  uiunicrrupicd  and  un-

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difiiutecl  poflrflion.  In  thf  opinion  of  Mr  Daxicl  Hninr,  tit}. 
fain,  before  the  late  glorious  revoluiioii,  had  no  fuch  claim  u 
thi>,  for  either  her  civil  or  her  religious  liberties.  Do  mc 
think  our  forefathers  erred,  in  deeming  a  claim  fafficient 
that  had  a  feeble  legal  fupporl  ?  Do  w  e  uifh  they  had  thought 
and  a^led  otherwil'e?  Have  we  fiuh  llavilh,  dadardly  fpirits, 
that  vve  would  have  thought  f>r  acted  olherwife  in  their  litua* 
lion  ?  if  we  difi  laim  the  charge,  let  us  not  l>e  fo  utuhariialle 
as  to  do  to  others  what  we  would  not  fhould  te  done  to  us. 

“  Should  tin*  colonies  aiknow ledge'a  power  in  the  Britiffj 
parliament  to  tax  them,  whatever  conhclenre  they  may  have 
in  the  wifdt)ni  and  (onfideralii.n  of  the  pnfciu  parliair.eiit,  it 
istiatural  to  dread,  that,  in  procefs  ef  time,  an  Uf  equal  and 
difproporiionate  burdtn  may  Le  laid  on  their  ellatcs  aiid  com* 
merce,  to  leflen  the  burden  on  thofe  of  the  in  p>ftTS. 

**  Though  Rriions  in  general  are  cominced,  that  the  claifus 
of  our  colonies  are  not  founded  either  in  law  or  in  equity  ; 
Jet,  as  thefe  claims  are  not  without  fpecious  pleas,  it  uierits 
ferious  deliberation, w  hether  the  coniirainirig  them  tofenounct 
them,  may  not  have  worfe  confeqnences  than  conniving  at 
them.  It  had  need  to  be  fomcihii  g  highly  valuable,  that 
we  wi  eft  from  a  foolifh  and  hcadfirong  child,  or  an  ilUadviled 
friend,  at  the  hazard  of  a  leg  or  arm,  not  to  fay  of  their  life. 

Let  us  cxcufc  our  Am - n  brethren,  if  an  honed  leal  againft 

what  they  deem  perhaps  unrcafonable,  an  encroachment  on 
their  natural  and  unalienable  rights,  tranfported  fotne  of  the 
more  undifeeming  an'ong  thciii  Icjond  the  bounds  of  decen* 
cy,  and  led  them  to  fay  and  do,  what,  upon  rcf’ciftion,  they 
tnuft  needs  repent.  Ni  here  is  the  age,  where  the  country, 
in  w’hkh  an}  remarkable  efforts  for  the  public  good,  againft 
the  inroads  of  real  or  imagined  defpoiifm,  have  been  tondudt*- 
eJ  w’ith  entire  prudeilce.  and  no  unjufliiialle  vicltnce  coiri* 
mitted  ill  the  came  of  liberty  ? 

“  Bui  if  you  difregard  tbe  e\ils  in  which  you  may  Involve 
•our  colonies,  at  lead  regard  thofe  in  which  B— — n  berfcif 
may  be  involved.  If  fhc'ffouUl  not  prevail,  how  dreadful 
mud  be  ihe  confcquence  ?  Our  once  happy  illand  fliall  lament, 
when  too  late,  the  ruin  of  her  commerce  and  naval  JjK)V^er,

;  yet  thole  worthy  patriots,  equally  rcgardicii  of  tiie  diiSates  of 
truth  as  of  the  happinciT  of  tlicir  country ,  reioived  CO  overlook  all 
thoic  other  circu  in  dances,  and  to  avail  ihcmlcivcs  of  that  ot  his  being

Glad  ot  lo  favourihle  an  opportunity  of  indulging  his  own  refent* 
niciit,  of  ingraiiitiiig  hiinlclf  with  a  paity.  and  of  earning  a  fubfi.  j 
ileuce,  this  ni  in  chcartully  undertook  the  office  ot  a  publii  k  incendit* 
ry,  and  ac<}aitied  himtelt  of  the  talk,  in  a  manner  (uitable  to  his  cha¬ 
racter.  He  excited  every  rcfourcc  of  his  ingenuity,  to  revive  and 
indiiiK  all  the  vulgar  prejudices  that,  in  the  molt  hoftile  times,  had 
pi  evaded  amonglt  the  fcnglifh  againft  their  northern  neighbours;
